COMES NOW the Plaintiff, ROGER D. WALDNER, pro se, at Federal Prison Carap- 
Loretto, U.S.M. Number 09797-029, P.O. Box 1000, Loretto, PA 15940-1000 and for 
his cause of Action States the Follows: 

GENERAL ALLEGATIONS 

1. This Court has Jurisdiction in this Matter pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 
§ 1331, 1346(a)(2), 1657(a) and 5 U.S.C. § (a)(4)(B). 

2. Venue is proper in this Court pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1391(e)(1). 

3. Plaintiff ROGER D. WALDNER is a Citizen and Resident of the United 
States and Loretto, (Cambria County), Pennsylvania. 

4. The United States Department of Justice, United States Attorney's 

Office (herein after "DOJ e ') is a Governmental entity doing Business in 

all of the United States of America, including the District of Columbia 

and having its Principle Place of Business at United States Department 

of Justice (Executive Office for United States Attorneys), Suite 7300, 

Bicentennial Building, 600 E. Street, N.W., Washington, DC 2053(3, and 
Eric Holder. 

5. This is an Action pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act 
("FOIA"), 5 U.S.C. § 552, 552(a), 28 U.S.C. § 1657(a) and Article II of

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the United States Constition , for Injunctive Relief, Declaratory Judge- 
ment and Other Appropriate Relief; and seeking Immediate Processing and 
Release of Agency Records Requested by the Plaintiff, ROGER D. WALDNER, 
pro se, from the Defendant, DOJ or a Declaratory Judgement as to the 
non-exis tance of such Documents. 

6. FOIA gives a Citizen, here ROGER D. WALDNER, the Right to seek 
access to the Records of the DOJ. 

7. The basic purpose of FOIA is to ensure an Informed Citizenry,, 
which is essential to check against Corruption and hold those who Govern 
accountable to the Governed - a practice that is fundamental to the 
functioning of a Democratic Society. 

FACTS 

8. On June 27, 2011, the Plaintiff Filed a FOIA Request with the DOJ 
seeking Documents related to Solace Transfer Co., an Illinois corporation, 

pursuant to IL.C.S. 5/ Business Corporation Act of 1983, specifically, 

to 5/8.50. See Exhibit 1 , p.l (FOIA Documents Request Letter dated June 
27, 2011). 

9. On June 28, 2011, the Plaintiff Filed a FOIA Request with the DOJ 
seeking Documents related to Nationwide Cartage Company, an Iowa corporation, 
pursuant to Chapter 490 Business Corporations Iowa Code 2003, specifically, 
to the Iowa Statutes. See Exhibit 4 , pp. 1-2 (FOIA Documents Request Letter 
dated June 28, 2011). 

10. Both the June 27 and June 28 2011, Requests were made under 28 
U.S.C § 1657(a), seeking Expedited Processing. 

11. Plaintiff received no Response to either Request within 60 Days of 
of their Filing. -2- 
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12. Plaintiff considered the lack of Response to be a Constructive 
Denial on the Part of DO J . 

13. On September 4, 2011, the Plaintiff Filed an Appeal of both Requests 
with the Office of Information Policy, pursuant to 28 C.F.R. § 16.9. 

See Exhibit 2 , pp. 1-3 (FOIA Appeal Documents Request Letter dated September 
4, 2011). 

14. On September 26, 2011, the D0J provided a one (1) page Document 
along with a Cover Letter indicating this was a Full Release of all Documents 
in their Possession. With Respect to Request 11-2710 (the June 27, 2011 
Request Exhibit 1). See Exhibit 3 , pp. 1-3 (DOJ Letter dated September 26, 
2011) . 

15. The provided Document was not Responsive to the Request ( Exhibit 1 ). 
It was for a Company with a similar name. See Exhibit 3 , p. 3 (An Incomplete 
Corporate Resolution for Solace Transfer, A Division of Dubuque Logistics, 
Inc . ) . 

16. The Company named Solace Transfer, A Division of Dubuque Logistics, 
Inc. does not exist. See Exhibit 5 , pp. 1-2 attached. 

17. On September 30, 2011, the DOJ sent the Plaintiff a Letter asking 
for additional funds to cover the time involved in Seaching and Cost of 
Copies, with respect to FOIA Request Exhibit 4 . The Plaintiff promptly 
executed an affirmative reply and sent in executed Request; on or about 
October 24, 2011. See Exhibit 6 , pp. 1-2 (September 30, 2011 DOJ Letter) 
and (Reply p. 2 executed by Roger D. Waldner). 

18. On September 24, 2012, nearly a year after the Plaintiff executed 

the Request by the DOJ, the DOJ sent a Letter and Five one (1) page

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Documents, indicating that this was a Full Release of all Documents in 
their Possession. With Respect to Request 11-2498 (the June 28, 2011 
Request Exhibit 4 ) . See Exhibit 7 , pp. 1-7 (DOJ Letter of September 24, 
2012) . 

19. The Company named Nationwide Cartage, Inc. does not exist. 

20. None of the included Documents in ( Exhibits 3 and 7 ) are Responsive 
to the Requested Documents in ( Exhibits 1 and 4 ) by Plaintiff. 

21. The DOJ has previously indicated these Documents were in their 
Possession since at least May 6, 2006. 

22. It is apparent that the DOJ has no intention of providing the 
Requested Documents in Plaintiff's Exhibits 1 and 4 . 

COUNT 1 - Failure To Comply With "FOIA" Request. 

23. Under 5 U.S.C. § 552, all Administrative Remedies offered by an 
Agency must be exhausted prior to bringing any litigation. 

24. An Agency's Failure to Comply within the time limits set for. an 
initial Request may be treated as a Constructive Exhaustion. 

25. The Plaintiff Filed an Appeal of the Constructive Denial in this 
Matter as Required under 28 CF.R. § 16.9. 

26. The DOJ Responded to the Appeal by providing Documents to Plaintiff. 
The DOJ indicated they provided all Responsive Documents and had no further 
Responsive Documents in their Possession. 

27. Further Administrative Appeal would not be likely to Produce any 
additional Production of Documents.

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28. Based on prior Statements of the DOJ, Plaintiff has reason to 
believe that the DOJ is in Possession of additional Responsive Documents 
which have not been Produced. 

29. The Defendant (DOJ) has not Complied with the Plaintiff's FOIA 
Requests Exhibits 1 and 4 . 

30. There has been an Exhaustion of Administrative Remedies. 

31. Accordingly, this Suit is Ripe and the District Court may enjoin 
the Defendant (DOJ) to Comply with it's Obligation under "FOIA." 

CONCLUSION 

WHEREFORE, the Plaintiff, ROGER D. WALDNER, pro se, Demands that the 
Court enter an Injunction and Other Relief as appropriate to Defendant (DOJ) 
to immediately Release all Documents in their Possession which are 
Responsive to the Plaintiff's Two (2) Requests; Included but not limited to: 

A. All Documents that show ROGER D. WALDNER was elected as an Officer 
of Solace Transfer Co., an Illinois corporation; 

B. All Documents that show Galley W. Smith was elected as an Officer 
of Solace Transfer Co., an Illinois corporation; 

C. All Documents that show ROGER D. WALDNER held any Legal Ownership 
Interest, in any Form, in Nationwide Cartage Company, an Iowa 
corporation; and 

D. All Documents that show ROGER D. WALDNER and Galley W. Smith were 
Officers of Nationwide Cartage Company, an Iowa corporation. 

E. All Documents that show ROGER D. WALDNER was an Officer, Director, 

Employee or Member of Nationwide Cartage Company, an Iowa corporation.

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Or in the alternative the Entry of a Declaratory Judgement by this 
Court Finding that the Defendant (DOJ) at no time has been in Possession 
of any Documents Responsive to the Plaintiff's Requests. Plaintiff further 
Requests that the Defendant (DOJ) be required to pay all of the Plaintiff's 
costs in bringing this Litigation. Trial by Jury Demanded.
